Remittance in full must accompany all orders for bulbs 
and plants, while seeds will be shipped C. O. D. if remittance is not 
made. Account sales amounting to less than $10.00 not made. 


QUANTITIES — Seed items will be supplied only in the quantity 
units as listed. Half ounces will be supplied at one half the ounce 
rate, except where a definite quotation is made for this quantity. All 


other intermediate units will be charged for as multiples of the small- 
er units required to make them. 


For plants and bulbs, the minimum quantity that will be sold is 
noted with each group of stock. All quantities less than 200 of a size 
and kind will be charged for at the 100 rate unless specifically quot- 
ed otherwise. The 1,000 rate will appily to all quantities of 200 or 
more of a variety and size. Where a 3,000 quantity quotation is made, 
order most be for full 3,000, with no item less than. 1,000 of a size 
and variety. 

REMITTANCE — We accept remittance by any of the normal com- 
mercial methods. STAMPS WILL NOT BE ACCEPTED in place of 
remittance. Patrons outside the U. S. must remit in American funds;

Thereafter the shipment travels as the property of the 
purchaser and responsibility for safe transport rests with the trans- 
portation company.

This will mean that domestic cultures will, in many cases, be 
faced with insufficient stocks to meet this disturbed demand. This 
will result in shortages in a great many cases and in some instances 
prices are bound to advance. Many of the cheaper varieties of seeds 
that have not been in domestic production, because of their low 
import price, will dissappear from the market or be repriced to 
afford profitable production in this country. Some items will be 
replaced with improved and more costly sorts already in production 
here. AS we see it, Pansies, Violes and many perennial seed items 
are among those likely to give most trouble. 


In this Instable market and readjustment period many of you 
are going to have to make new supply connections. To these we 
direct a request that we have your consideration. Our experience in 
growing and supplying domestic stocks should prove to be a very 
desirable service factor and our stocks are still among the best in 
many of the short items in this country. 


To new and old customers alike, we pledge you our fullest co- 
operation and the best service that present and future conditions 
will permit. In accord with our past policy, our prices will be no 
higher than necessary for material of the best quality and our service 
will continue at its past high level.

The shipping weight of Pansy plants will vary a good deal. The 
reason being that as the various plantings become available there is 
usually a sharp change in weight. Also, shipping weight will vary 
widely with the moisture content of the scil at time of digging. We 
ship all plants bare root, wrapped in a special paper wrapper and 
Spagnum moss—to assure fresh arrival—soil moisture has a great 
deal to do with the amount of soil that still clings to the roots. We 
assure you that shipping weight will be kept as low as conditions of 
safe delivery will permit 


It is because of this rather wide variation of shipping weight 
that we are unable to quote delivered prices. It is also for this 
reason as well as lack of safety that parcel post shipment of plants 
is not advised. Railway Express is just as cheap and much the safest. 
Also transport charges may be made collect without any additional 
fees or charges and ydu pay only the second class rate on the actual 
number of pounds transported. We do not supply plants in flats.

EARLY PANSY PLANTS 


It will be advisable, if you expect to ship in plants for your 
spring requirments, to do so just as early as possible. One reason for 
this is that usually by April first our stocks are becoming somewhat 
depleated and frequently not all varieties are available. Also plants 
ship better while the weather is cool and they will be in better sales 
condition if transplanted into your beds at least five weeks before 
you expect to start selling them. Our plants are all hardy, having 
been wintered right out of doors with no protection whatever and 
they have already been subjected to temperatures as low as plus 18. 


We ship all plants bare root, with the roots protected by Spagnum 
Moss and special paper wrappers. This gives good delivery to all 
points in the United States (until March 20th.;after that date within 


a radius of 2,000 miles of the gardens) and shipping weight is held 

at an absolute minimum. We are not in a position to supply Pansy 

or any other plants in flats for delivery away from the gardens. All 

packing is in new, individually constructed wood cases; each case 

being especially built to fit the shipment. Nothing is left undone io 

get the plants to you in the best possible condition at the least cost.

STANDARD PANSY SEEDS 


This group is composed of strains and varieties that have been 
bred or originated by other growers, both in America and Europe 
and many of them are used quite extensively by the American trades- 
men. The seeds offered here are Harrold grown in part, while some 
sorts come to us from other reliable growers—in some cases their 
originator. As nearly as possible they are American grown. A very 
limited quantity has come in this season from England but none from 
France, Holland, Denmark or Germany, 


Becuse of the war conditions in Europe the supply of Pansy seeds 
is much below normal for this time of year and there is little immed- 
jate prospect of imports being available. It is recommended that you 
cover your seed requirments for these NOW for plantings to be made 
up to July first next. While we have one of the largest and most 
varied stocks of both Pansies and Violas now in this country, we 
must make all of our offers subject to present supply until 1941 crop 
becomes available. It is anticipated that the shortage will be much 
more accute next season and it is not too early to book your order 
now for planting next summer.
